intemperance and crime are on the increase. Next la importance to the above 
evilB is the eaormotiB City Debt {^120,000,000). excessive taxation, now amount- 
ing to $30,000,000 annually, and the robberies committed by dishonest politi- 
cians, who, in a measure, rule the city, causing many to doubt the possibility of 
large cities being well gtivemed by republican Institutions where universal 
eu&rage prevails. 

Tlie above unmitigated evilB, or crimes, Sowing from ignorance and a too 
eager desire to accumulate wealth, marring our republican form of goTeroment, 
cause DisoiucE to rest on this otherwise favored Metropolis, where all nation- 
alilJes aUke congregate and enjoy the privileges of fr» intCitutioni. 

The unforiunate reverse which the City of New Yoric and the country at 
large has recently experienced, owing in part to the above demoralizing causes, 
and the depreciation of our yational Currency ; togetlier with reckless eztrava- 
gance, ought to teach ua a lesson of moderation, and cause us, as a people, to 
corruct and avoid a repetition of such great evils. Too long has the dishonest 
politician, the unfeeling usurer, and the greedy speculator had the ascendency. 
Let the favored, the middle and the intelligent laboring classes of society combine 
for self-defense — ictumtoiadiutriousaod frugal habits, and learn wisdom from 
sad experience.

Voyagw 
eronudettalcea, at privuto rbk, lu 1610 to tS13, to trade wltb the lodlaus, at 
^d along tbe river ' Mauritius ' as it was called after Prlace Maurice, and a few 
booMa or hitts erected. A trading-hoiise wna alio cslabltihed on Oiutln Island, 
on the west side of the river, a little below the preacnt Albany, and oaUwi Port 
Namu. 

"la 1611, a charier or miaopoly of tradiag was granted by the Slates-Ocaoral 
to an Aiuiterdam lusocialion, and the territory was recognized Tot the first 
timenitdcr its now name ot " A'leuu-JVniafferMi,''* whieli compriBod the region, as 
Wt fonh to thccbartcr, between New France and Virginia, the sea coast where- 
of vxicndcd from tbe 40th to the 4Sth of lalitado. 

"In ISit, an eicltuive charter, with almost sovereign powers, was given toihe 
Duleh Wat India Company, Tbis Cutapony immediately began the business of 
c«loiiiEaliun and tbe construction of buildings fur tbe occupation of the colo- 
Bicti, and aent out cattle aail farming materials, and Implcuents. 

"Thecolonywaa put under the EovornmcQl of a Director and Council, of 
whom the Governor or Director was directly commissioned by the Btates-Geoe- 
ral. Tbe Council was appointed by tUa Director wltb tbe appiobatioa of the 
Company. 

" Wc riAdtbat Peter Miauit, ODO of tho carlyDlreclors, inlGSC, pufchuod the 
Uoud of Manhattan for the Company, from the Indians, for alxi.y guilders, or 
liboattwenty-foar dollars. This aiuoviui aeern^ not a very large one for tbe 
City of New York, hut, on confiaaiiding the Interest, it reaches at this time 
ibont the aum of two hundred millions of dollars. 

" The City of New York at this time, that is to say at foorteeo years of asc 
consisted of less than two score rudely fashioned log-bousea, extending along 
the wvaih-oast shore, together with one or two buildings of greater importance 
belonging to the Company, including a simple block-bouse for defence against 
the ml men.

VUt, ate ftart twran tho landing of tiie Pilgrims nt Plrnwulh. Moss, 
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"For upwards of roTtj-jTMn, from 1631 to IflM, the Dutch Wwt Ioill«< 
pciDy goTerneJ New Nutburload. baring et«ct«d a block-Iiouw torie(m»e sg«lnsi 
Uw w»r!iko tavitge* *aA aftnrward /Wt AifultrdoHt. During tbe yDU 1941 an 
Indlui wv broke out, owing to tlio unwise kd^ n^greMvu policir of Qovcrnor 
Kkft ; Uko tnhabltuiU d«l to lli« Ktu^lier of tho Fort and o«t«blisbod their ] 
as nenr as poasiblo to the prauctivu nuuputs. 

" TboAO were puriloun timut in the ' HiuilutJotti.' All the Ihnae and vxp 

habilalioiu about the Iiliind were destroyed. Tbo pkutatlons about Waste 

Ur and Htatoablanil.nnil till! bloocnlag 'boiiWRtiet' on tho Ea«t RiTor, aod oa 
the liae of the piewnl Clmtliaiu Strict, and at Hoboheo, Ravouia, Navkink, and 
Tappaen.wera laid waaio, and alioost every wtileioDUt on tho vntt ddo of I 
nighlande waa destroyttd, and manf nf tho Lohabitanta slau^tarcd. " 
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" Ttio great dmrnntlc cvrnt connected vith tlie history of the Tuwd aod ', 
was Its capitulation to the Englldi In IMI, la n time of poooe bclwot>o Knglaud 
and the Netherlaods. 

"Cbaclus IL, Kin^ of SnsUnd, aa Is irell known, had given a pWint 
liin(i! temiiwy to hia hrotlicr, the Duke of York and Albauy, comprohoodli 
JjORg Islnnil nad all tho lands and rirers from ihu wvat side of the OoODecUout 
Blver to tho seat aldoof Ddavare Hay. M 

"In Septandwr, IflU, accordingly, while the colony was tiodor the direotleR! 
of C(0T«n)OTStuyT<»aDl, Col. NIcboU, tho Dcputy-Qovornor appointed to reduce 
and govern the prorince for tho Duke, with scarcely note of warning, appca 
in the bay wiilt d Buvl of four ships of nearly 100 guns, and a body of 600 
Ian, betides Miamco. 

" Tho Dntoh colony was quite unprepared to c:ontcnd with sudi a forco, tho 
Fort being In a dil^IdaUxl condition, mannod by only 3S0 aoldlcrH, aod com- 
taanded by hills within pisto) ihot. The garrison acconllngly capitulated, wftb 
the honors of war. ou the 81h of Septfruber. Uovernor Siuyrcsan'. protested 
a^oai the act, wisbJug to Cght to the tail, and exclaimed to the citizens ro- 
qneating him to i urrendcr, ' [ had much rather be curried out dead ' 

"TfaO'Dtttcb mldlora Biaroucil out of the Old Fort, act^ording to tho tcrms^ 
capitulation, with their anu fixed, dmmx hcntlntc and colors flying, nnd male 
lifted, down UeaverLanetO the vaier side, and embarked tor llolluud. Tlio 
Englidk fl^ waa hoiated over the Fort, whidi then became J^brt Jam* and 
' JHrms Amtltrdain* ' Xnt T^b,' in honor of the Duke of York. 

" After It* tutrcndor to tho Knglista, tho lliilo town settled down with Dutch 
atoUdUy tinder Its English mlera. whose govemuent was kindly. For eight 
years it purxued an even counw under a mayor and aldurmcu, instead of ft 
Sehoul, Sttrgemeenlrrin and SeAapenen, until, on the war breaking out 
the Qagllsh and the Dutch Id ISTS, It was retaken by the latter. 
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"Utw Tork tboreupon was rcchrlstoiMid hf the Dulch Govonor Coin ' Sing 
Onagt.' Tlic ■aiaa^ of New NMberUnd wu raetored, and Ui« old Fort wu 
rKlu1)l«oed Fort ' Wilhtlm UendHek^ In honor of ihe Princu of Onage; 

"On tliciiubnqaeat pciKc. Iiowevurtlx-'twuca Eoglaod oad Qollasd, In 1674, 
die ngioti of New Netliciiund wiu finally cedud to the GnglUb. Qorernor 
Andros look pOMcmlon for tho Duke, aad lechrietcned ' X«ir AlosUrd&m ' w 
'Jftte ToHb,' and Ihe fort a£idn became ' Fori Jumm.' 

" The Old fort, duriug En!;UBli culonial limea, was Ihe sccoo of gubernntorlivl 
■talc and show, aud Iiiare too were Srvd s»iul«a for Hia Miyesty'a birthday, and 
tot victory over Frvnchmen and Spaaiurds. 

"The Vvn wia also the sceooof stlrtin;; ovonU during tho RevolutiOiuuy 
period, aod changed iia flag under the furiunea of war. At length, wlim peace 
Iiad been cMabluhi'd \a the taad (in 178!)), the Gurvict^a of this veacrnble scrraat 
ol B«UoM were conHldcr«id no longer ncccasiuy by tlia ' Mayor, Aldermen and 
Ooounonalty,' wboso utllitariaa spirit, in 17S8, caused its tluni dcslructlon and 
lemonL And uow no remnant of this ancient structure, that rutie with Uio 
■eltlemtet of our island, and aan and sliared its changing fortunes for upvrard 
of «U baBdred sad fifty years."

Tho followlogia aniQi.erestxngdeseriptioa ofaportionof ^bnh&nnn Inland, 
as KeulQ early days. "Passing tiio corner of Chntharaai)dDuane," (where now 
ttajidi Sweeny's Ilolel,) "we luimu lo the park-watur pond or lake, called 
S^Me-hMit, in milwoqucnt daja corrupted into llie Colleek or Q/Utet. This pond 
was very deep, one of the most romantic spots on the island, and a ftvorlte 
iui>tt lot the angler and the plenauie seeker. 

"Where tlw 'Tombj' now looks {jrimly down on noisome Centre street, 
there WM pteaented io lliase days n dunning Rytvan acene. Little pleiuure- 
houses were pUood upon the banks und shore, awi f:iiry-1ike boats skimmed tlie 
ptflucid watcra. Here the angler pursiii-d bis gentle sport, and the [over of 
Nature came from tiU busy hnuots below, and found repose and solace amid ilic 
peaccftil ooeiM. 

" On thin pood, in IiBH, .loir;* FiTCH paddled, to the admiration of the gazing 
DlDltiludc, his little espetinionlnl sienmor, about 18 feet long.* North of the 
bbe elrctchcd the mnge of mnrsh land, which it was subacquvntly found neces- 
muy to drain through Cuual street to the river. 
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" Vtoia Uie CaUoci pond. & Uttlu qMrhlin^ (r«*h-wai«r alrMUn. called Ui« 
^OtUd Kill,' nm over Wolfort^ mMuLow, which corerod (be prwcat RooMvdt 
slnot, tad cmptltd Into tlio ER«t Rlvn, nl llu) foot of JaniM sMct, which 
Stnaut «u coT«Ted by a briilge at the ^uactloa of Rootevell and CtuUum 
streets; Ld English times calltid the " Kiwiiig Briilg«."— so called becanaa s onr- 
bdn tnlutc wm claimed there by eDt«rpri(iag traVKlen from tbolr ootnplaliaat 
OODiimnlnnn. Ntinr this ww tbn colcihntt^d Icn-wnlcr punip. «hoM WoUr was 
aubaoquoatly carried abou; thu city, wlihlu the uouioi}' of uuuiy old cIUxohb."

" To llliutnte the oarly condition of 
city," Miys VALUMTiittc, In hln ITliitory of Ihfll 
City of New York. " it Is propoaed to adopll 
tbepcrlodat which ibo mloof UieDiitoh t«r-j 
luiuaivd. utter ib» City badbe«niuiilcrtti«ir] 
nunpiccA bctw«icin thirty and fwrty yean,ftDdl 
had grown up to be a considorable lowii, Ol\ 
about flftwn tiundn-'d iulmbilotiU. 

" The bonndaiy of tha Ct^ wu prlnctpnlly drilnrd by l.he rtoclcado* wecUd ' 
in ISQ3, tin tlie present Unci of Wall street ; aud hIsu that along the west Bide of 
the ruiul, ou the ihurv of Uio Eiul Kiver, ou the proteni line of Pearl aCfcel, 
several of Uiu cItixL-iii hnd oituliIUhcd their r«*idenCM at a toij early period. 
This road, bclwuvii tlio city gnto and ttio frrry, nt th«i prwtnnt eltc of Peck nllii. 
was known as ' De Srait's Valoy," or 'tho Smith's Vnlloy,' The origin of lliia 
name Is ascribed to tlio cIrcuiustLLUce that Ouruelius Cluppcr, a blacksmith, es- 
tablished himself St ihe preseul <:uru«r of Maidun \a,uv iLtiil I'curl nirM't. The 
* Sniit*s Vnley ' wis, for* long period, the comniun mime of tbitt pnrt of the 
town lying betwecD Wall street and the priwent Fninlclin sqnnrc : It wm. tnsut^^— 
•equent yciin>, ltiiownnsihe'Vftl(ty,"Vly'or'Ply.' fl 

"We have thus far traced the road from FVaaldin square to Wall street, and 
hare come to the ' Wntcnioort,' or Wmer Qnw. being the entrance within tho 
line of the i;ily paliwHlp*, on Ihfl pre»unl line of Wnll slrMrt. This jtalo was a 
hotkTy wooden Hinioiiim, which won closEit ut hcdl ringing In the evening {nine 
o'dock), aud opened at siindso In the morning."

Stuting from the nnttory, or Bowling Grnnn, " the Brund TVuy " wu akirtRd 
Irf a double row of trees, nhlch cxtcodcKl np tlm slopn of the sirdcii oc-arly as 
fii7 ns Beaver lane {Morri* Urset). Uere resided many iioi'sone who were lu those 
days protuineat in the mercajilile and Bocia! circles of New York. Broadway 
oliove nearer Lunc wus generally occupied with privuti^ dmelltngs. 

At soai«distaDcetotlierlght,froin tin- Brottdwiiy, on the upper stde of Qm- 
den street {Kecttamgeftiux), betweeu Breiid imd Smith (nou: Wili^n), streets, for- 
mcrly «tood the onetent church edifice of iUr " Old '' Dutch Church. Thul an- 
cient moettng-hoiiie remained until lijKiT, when It wnx taken down 1» make room 
lorn new edifice, Which, in ile turn, was destroyed, in "the great Are" of De- 
cember, 18S5. 

On the corner of what ia now known as Kecior street, stood the old Lutheran 
[ Church, and, in its rear— towards tbe North River— was " the Engilsli Scliool," 
ivhich had hcen established and fostered by tite Vestry of Trinity Cluirch. 

'* Trinity Church, in 1770," occupied the same site — HUtroundod by the memo- 
rials of tbe departed— as that on which she now stands. Wtihin, thisancient edi- 
flee wan Dmamented beyond any other place of piihlic worsliip in tlie city. 
This building was destroyed in the great fire of ITTiJ ; sail Ihu substantial struc- 
ture whicli waacTi-cled in ita plnce in 17S8, in its turn, Iiasgirenway to thcprc- 
VaUing tmtc for cJinnge — the magnificient edifice (erected in IMO), wWcb is now 
the parlNli church of Old Trinity,— representing as truly the spiiil of the present 
ajte M the old building first referred to did that of the merdiauls and the people 
of New York in 1770. 

"Immediately in front of Trinity Chnrcb, in the olden time, as it sdll doco, 
WaU *»■«< extended from the Broad Way to I he East Riier. In tlie earlier days 

• TlwCUirof Mmr yock wm uilgltullj lucerpomlcd In 1CG3. while occoplod by Ibc Dutch. 
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of the colony (10S8) 'a uaU,' or otockailc, liitil bvcu en-cted along ibu Dortliem 
Uiie of ihis street, for the prolectioo of tlw? town from the hosiilc Indians — gir- 
ing tuunu to lUe tliorougUare ul lu base. Portions of this wali atlll rvmuLocd 
in ITOO. At Ml L-nrly iwciod, on tlie lowiT corner pwt i>t Nobsbu street, where 
ttic Ciintom HcniitG (now Sub-Tmuniry Building) siiuuls — stood the <:ily IMI, 
which served also m the Municipal und Coloola) Court IToiihc, llie Dchioi*' und 
Cou[iiy Juil. luid tho Capitol of the Province. The old City Hall, f)Dleh(>d In 
1700, — after having puasud throu^ii many dialigts (the most iiuporliuil of wliiclt 
w.ti tliat under tlic diroctiou of Maj<ir I/Enfaiit, for lUo reccptiop of the BrHt 
Fcii«riLl CongrcMi, unilerthc new Constitution t>! 1780,) wax taken down In 1813, 
to makv way for dwellings and stores, which also. In their turn, have given way 
to the Hue huUdlugs uuoupiod hy the United Stulce Govemmcat, hcfore rclurred 
lo. {See Eiigraeins.) 

" Proceeding up the Broad Way. from Trinity Church, lUu promeniuler llrrt 
pSMCd King (fiouJ IKiu) strcHl ou hia right, and Slom: (jiaie Thamcii) street on his 
left — tho former extending omii word from the Bruail Wny in the East River — 
the latter weotwanl from tho naniR central thoroiiKhfare to the North River, 
which at that ttmo then flowed on the preaent line of Oreouwich street. 

" Little tiuoou (aaie Caiar) street was next paased on tho right, wad Uttlc(iite» 
OeiinT) street ou the left— then oxtonJing from the North River on the west, aa 
ftt thui time, to Smith [noie W^iam) street on tlio cast. Crown {noai Li'bcrCj/) 
•treat «zMadod on either hand to the North River on the west axxd lu Maidm 
Lane on tlie east — lis present limits. 

" Slaidea Lone nnd Courtluudt street, both well known to the citlxens of the 
pnuent day, were next passed, the former octending to the Engt River, the latter 
to the Noril) River. At the foot of the former, in tho wide space that siiU re- 
mains there, was ' the Fly Market,' while the stairs ou the river, near hy, were 
one of the termini of the Long Island ferry ; at the fool of the latter Was the 
ferry to Fowle** Hook {Jertea Ctlj/), which still retains the same position." 

A lato writer »ys : " Outside of city palisades, beyond Wall street, Broadway 
wan cutlod by the Dul«h ' Hetra- Wea^.' NortJi of Wall street was the 'Matisde- 
iWSw." or the Maiden Path, which uomeoclalure was ciiangei! ti) Maiden I.onn 
about ITOO. This laoc was. under our DiiicliaDcestor8,a runU eliady walk, with a 
rivulet running through it, and sloping liills on cither side. O-JUtennberg Ili2I,on 
ptrt of tho present Pcftrl, Cliff and John «tn;ots, was a favorite place of resort 
for tbo cltixcos on sultry EununCT afternoons." 

"Uey street, on the west side of Broadway, and .Tohn street, opposite to Dcy 
street, are (till known ; and in 1~T0, and for nearly thrcc-qunrtcTR of a ccntuiy 
afterward, they afforded plcnaant places of resldcDCO for Uioso who thronged 
tilt ' buahiess streets' of that portion of the city.

Clill street. 

" On tbe low«r coTDor of Fdranii Dutch slrccts stood l!ie umalUremctnoct. 
ing-iiouae of the HoTavIan Church, wlilch had been prcctcdiu 17G1 ; and In tho 
Durthcutera cuioer of Fair nod WlUiam Hlreeti Htuod the mora impoisiug slone 
«didcG of tbo North Dutch Church, which Rtiil rctnioR itn ori^nol appearance), 
and la still used by the same body, as In 1T70, and for the same ohJect&* 
^H " On the upper corner of Partition {nme FalUm) street and the Broad Way 
^^■ood St. Paul'n Chapel, which had )wcn dcdicjitinl in Oclolicr, 1700; and it still 
^^■ands Ibore, siuronnded by its crowdcii p^veynrd, one of the moat intcrmting 
^^pf tbe few landmarks wlilch liavc been preserved in oiir city. 

" Oppotite to 8t. Pnul's Chapul, tliu riwtd to BobIoo— onu of the great outieta 
from tho City — branched oS from lUo Broad Way ; aud the proieDt Park Row, 
and Chatham Street, aod the Dowory, Indicate the general courao whicli it toolt; 
tbraugh tlie subuiba of the city. 

" VtMcy and Barclay dtroeis, uamad after two rectors of Trinity Church, 
RobliUOB (noa Park Plaef). Murray, Warreu, Oliurcli. and Chapel Street*, (noi8 
Wat Breadaai/), on the western aide of the Broad Wiiy, with the edtdco of the 
BjDg'a (now G>lum/iia) College, at the foot of Rohlni^on stteet, are too well 
known to the citizens of New York of the present day to need any pnp'leiilar 
notice Id tliia place. In ITTO, tbew streets were geuerally occupied tbr real- 
deocies. 

"On the easl«rn aide of the Bmnd Way, opposite the streets referred to, wu 
the CODWnOn — an i>pen ground, which U still well known as ' The Fttrk.' Even 
at tl>eaboTB early day the |)eop!eliad been accnstomcd to asaeiuble nt thatplacu 
to flsprwa their opinionx. They liad rend en von sed there on the evening of Ilia 
Slat of October, ITilA, and on the following CTening preparatory to tlio cele- 
brated 'Stamp Act Riots/ and hi the same place, on tho following Tuesday, 
they bad re-a^sembled <trtneil. with the avowed iiitootlon to sturui ilie Fort in 
Older to obt^n poaaeasion of tho stamped papers which had been depoaitod 
within It. 

" On Ita wettcmnwu^n.Dcnrly opposite Murmy Street, the celebrated Liberty 
pole was crwted in June, lTfi8;and around its biise (or those of the poles which 
bom time to lime bad boon erected in the place of those which the soldiers had 
dcstroy^dleluster tuaiiyof iho most roitinnJcnfiaociaiionsof ihiit interesting eta. 
On thclBlh of Martih. ITB". the fintrtft pole bad been erected on Hint spot 
in honor of • Tlie Sing, Pitt and Libert g,' and tiie colors had floated gnily frain 
!u summit on the birthday of the aoveretgn. 

* la VSn thla old odlflcd vin« (utd and tb<i Ifuid occnpted by ilorce. 
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" WUlUn the ftnm of this Cominon, our pnvent I\trk, ea (he very spot em 
irhicU now stands tlie Clly lI-iH. slood, In 1770, tlio Poor-bouM, In the nu of 
trbicb yrusa gardeu; while ua lLi?spacobotneen that and the BrondWaj trees 
wen; plii[iti:d. Eturtwmrd from ihu i'oor-howse Stood the DeTrtore" Prleou. & reo- 
tMignlaralonc bailding. jninnouutt-d by a tupoltt — a bulldlug wiiich, Jurxiig the 
snbMjiucot wir ortlieRGTolution, W!is ocuiiplad by Cunniaghau, Llic Pravost 
Marshal, whoso cruelties to tbi: 'rebel' prwoncre who were pliicud tudcr hia 
cliarj^ are irell known. That buildini;, with modem iniproTemcats both ia- 
lerior and exMirior, siill reialna its plocu iu the Park, and ia known to all oar 
ciliMos IU ' The Uull of ItvconU.' North from the Puor-bcmBe, near Uus Nilii of 
tbo row of buildinga known ba ' the Hew City HoU,' more reoently ouuupkd, at 
that tlmo stood the long tine of barracks whic\h ftiraished (luortcra for the tronpa 
whose lurbnlent spirit produced so much confusion in the clly, and whose de- 
termiautiou lo cut dowu ' Ihi' Liberty'pole ' proved so powertlil an element la 
tbB movcmeala of thiit ])eriod."

Mr, HikikOaiii, (n hia " UnlTersal Register for the year 1787," says ; "New 
York Is about n. mile and a half in Iqngth, and half a mile broad, couiiuulu^, 
before iho fire ou the 21st of St^piember, 177C, aud Sd of August, 1778, obout 
4^200 houwv, and SO, 000 iulmbitatits. 

" The great flru of 177S, during the occupancy of the City by ths BrtUsb, 
commenced 111 aamall wooden bouse on the wharf near Whitehall slip. Tb6 
numbpr of houaes thai were burned and destroyed in that awful conflngmtion 
w«<! thus, viz:— From Mortldle street (uow Barclay) lo Couitlandt street, 107; 
from Conrtlandt street to Bonver Eireet, 175 ; from Beaver street to th« Eaat 
River, 15! ; total, 403 (including old Trtoity Churth). There beiuf very few 
inhnbitunt* In the Cl^ at the time, and many of Uiose were afraid to venture at 
night in the atroets, for fear of being inVcn up ns suspicious persons, seveml of 
the cllixons were sent lo the provost guard for esjuninalion, and some of them 
lemaiued there two und tliice days, until tbcy could give satisfactory evidence 
of their loynlty. 

"Fjirly in September, 1779. the American Army under Oenend Wnshinglon, 
eracuattNl ihe City aud rcilrud lo Ilarleu flcights; Ganentl Greene struuuously 
adviaed Uie dealroction of the City. The spade had been liberally used, Fort

In 1880 tho City had «!xtondcd fo Canal nixeet, on tlie West side, and to Eightk 
street on tlio Efut didu, exiundtng a port wiiy towards Uie Eai^t River. After 
1830 tlio rapid growth of Ihc City commenceil, and now (187.)} dense rows of 
tuHiSM eiUnd to Cenlnl Pork on the Went, and to Ilarlem River on the East 
ride of the clly.

■troyeil by the great tire iu December, 1835. 

Tl» old oburoli iu the Fort, after the posseaaion of tlia British, became the 
pffopcrty of the guvernment and taok the itam<: of King's Chnpel, and continued 
to be tued for worahip by the chaplains of the garrison until 1*41, when It vu 
dtatroycd by fin. 
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The ihtrd church, etccua in 17M, wu the Uiddle DuloU Cburcfa in Sttma 
Btrtwt, Kcvotljr uMd m k Cit; Pom OiBcc. Tbc fourth cburcli efeel«d wu Uie 
North Dutch Ohurch iu Fulwo Street, corner WiUlua Sinct, now bdasde- 
motljihcd and the slt« cODTected into aturehouaet. Thus all thoM old laad- 
marks nrc (ut diMpprauing, to be remeraborod onljr aa tntwre of blatory.

Th« Britbb trmy uvxiiutcd Now Vork November 25lb, tTSS, and the Amorl- 
CHt troofw under Qcnefftl Knox took poascHiinii of the city. Soon ofler OcDcnl 
WatUngton nad Oor. a«otg« CUnton, with thoir suitn, uuuIq ibcir pttbUc MitJjr 
Inio Uie city on boneback. followed by the Liouu-Qorentor and the dUmlMn 
of couudl, for Um tempomrj- t^rerumeui of the HouUierD district, foor nbieaat ; 
Oun. Knox aad the officcra of the army, eight ahrewt ; thu Speaker of tbc A»- 
■cmbly and oitlzRos on foot, eight atircMt. The Oovernor ptrc a public dinner, 
at which the commuider in-ctilcf nad other g«n«fal offlcon wero present. Tlw 
arrangemeuts of the whole biuuwa* were so well made and ezecul«d that the 
most lulrnirable trauquillty succeeded Utrou^^li Ibe day aud ntsUt. On Hondajr 
followioi; the OOTeraor gave an elt^ant enturtAtmnunt to the French arobnasa- 
dor, the OhcTolier do Iu Lucerne, Oooural W^liingioa, the principal odicen of 
How York State and of tbc army, aail upwards of a buoiired genttomeD were 
present. UacnUlcent flrcWi>rl[B, infinitely exi^eedmg erorythlng of the kind be- 
fore Men in the United States, were exhibited at ibeBowltngGreeuin Broadway 
oo the ereeing of Tuesday, In celebration of the defiaitive Treaty a! PrjtcG. 

In 178^ the compact part of the city extended lo Chambers street on the nortb 
and to Catherine atreet on the cant. Fort Ouorgc sluod on the north end of tkt 
BaUMT, and tiamcks tor wldlwra on tlie South end. The upper barracks wers 
iBlbe Park, on Chambers ttreet. The prisou, new priaon.and bouiMiof coneo- 
Uon were in the Park, Ibe latter where now stands the City Hall. Tbc (hMh- 
water pond on Oeaire street was in part surrouniled by bills. The boepilal 
bnUclliig Mood near Broadway ami Diiane street. A. tine of fortificstimu ex- 
leaded tr«m the hlgb jcruunds oa the oiut part of the city to Bunker Uill. noar 
Qiand ureet, between the Bowery and Broadway, aud westward ocmci Broad- 
waf to anotber eminence ; fottiSeatious wen? slsii erected further wcfii of Broad- 
way, nMT the lirer, on a line with Fourtcenib iirect All bcjood wm cleared , 
hide.

Th« Old Bugar-House ia liberty Street. 
This relic of lUe days of the Revolution slaada as a monumeul to the victims 
of tbo Sttgnr-IIauiie iVwm, and the OUi Dutch Church, in Nassau stn^tt, receuily 
naad M ■> Voxl <>tllt:i;, was oiiee iiaod as b duuguoo for the soldicra of the 
AuMiotn Anny. 

" It waa known fu the Middle Dutch Chtiich, and was bi^lt bf the Eulcker- 
bockera. Its pows were loru out aud used a^ fuel, a floor was laid from one 
nUecy to Ibe other, thus dividing the huildiui; into two slorioa, and liero tttrea 
Uioiinnd priioners wfce incarcerated, I'our lucu. Imte Ihey were ollawed 
ndUwr fbel nor bedding, and their food wiu wrt^tclit^d and scanty. The wentbcr 
was onM. and many died froiu cold aii^l ^^larvntion. It is saiil cvnn that 
tbdi Inbumnii keopcra poisoned many of tlieiu, in orilcr lo be rid of tbeiu aud 
to poneiS Ihemsctves of their silver shoe and kuee-bucklt^s aud watclies. This 
{HMOn-bonae was bad enoujjh. but worau still was Iliiiuelauder's 8u?ar-Housc, 
tbit iitoud in Liberty Street. It waa a gray slone Iniildiug Ave storiea in hci^lit, 
Tfijy low Imtwi-cii the emimi^, with very thick walls and small d«!p wludnws. 
Tbtcwms, perhapo. the gloom!iest of the impi'iivtHed duugenus iu the city. Each 
stotv waa divided into two compnrtnieiils. The lijwcciliivss ttfid small wlndnvvB 
suae thu veulilutiUQ very puur above-stairs, aud the cellar, whit-h was liki.'wi«u 
iMud tta a duugeou, was mure miserable yet. The buildiug was surruuudi^d by a 
bcMrd fonco umo feet liigli. Two British or Heaslan soldiers paced on conslaul 
walch about it night and day. lu this wretclied plaee thousands »f our si>!diers 
wwi; IncarooMUiir They were huddled in s>> close that they could snEircelv lid 
down. Tlioy wcrolefl for months without fire or blankets, or change of rloth- 
Imc. Th«lr food wu searbiscuit, mouldy aud full of worms, aod raw pork."

etwdlng OB BrokdVBj, bclween fullon aad Vcmj straeU, ia uotlicr rcMr- 
»ble edifice, which escaped the Grot Fire ol 1T70. It wu buUt lo 1700, aad l» 
iurrouaded by an asciont bur^ing-jiround 

Th« remains oF 0«n. BtCHJkitu HoNToovnitr, of Reridutionaiy hme, who 
wu kill«d in the attack on Quebec. Dncninhcr 31. 1TT3, lie tDtcrmd in St. Faal'i 
Churuliford. Ue wiu ti native of Ireland, bom Dec. 2, 1T8S, being 30 jaun 
old At tlio lime of hin premature di'aih. In 1818 tbo Slate of Now York caiuod 
hi* rcmnlng to be removed from Qaebec, where Aral Interred, and placed h»- 
ncatli Iho monument erected to his memory in the Ciiy of New York. 

Mere also lie tiie remains of Thovas Aj>Dia Euurt, born ut Cork, Ireland, 
S'hh April, 1704; died in Now York, Hth Nov., 1837, ngod 04 years. His tomb 
and muQumi-'tit are siiuuied in the southeast part of the Incloaure, at the corner 
of Broadway and Fulton Street. 

The Walton Houas. 

This ancient hoiiae is Blill standing— although in a dilapidatod tUtt^a. 
Franklin Stjuaro, and la known lis No. 33(t Poatl street (formerly callod QWCB 
Blroel). This building was erected in 1753 by Mr. William Walton, tba das- 
cendeulof a Ion>;liueof aaccstors, who were celebrated as " Merchant Princes.*' 
At the time of lUe Bevolutiou. and for mauy year8 afterwards, it waa the re- 
•ort of the nri»tocralie citizens of Now York, It U cow a most interesting relic 
of 0ld«n time*. An inscriplion, (37k Old Wuilun Uoaar,) coarsely painted in 
din^ white on lt« faded reA walls, arrests the eye of the passing slntngea. 
The First Official Jomrnal Published in the United St8t«a. 

TttB paper was called Tluf (lazettiof Oi« UniUd Slater, and Ibe Crat cumber 
wa» puolmhcd in tbc tlifn village of New Yorit, when CuuJjTl'bs asai-uibled h«c 
in April 17811. It contains the proccediiiffs of Uie first Congruss, and rivcb an 
Becounl of Ocnrral Waalilngton's recopliou, saying that '" he wiis waftcrt acrou 
the bay from New Jorecy la a flat h.tigo by iliirlecn pilots dressed in wliltft 
uniforms." There iaalso aa ace>>uuiof""Uic counting of the flrslolccloral voce, 
o( ntiich Waaliiujjtou received uniy 09 out of a total of VdS vutes. and a report 
of the inauguration eierciaea, wliidi were potitponed one day, because " it wM 
AQ uniavoraole aeawn i>f the yvar for Juurneyinc." Tlie whole volume contains 
404 pogcA, will) verr frw advert iiu^tacnts. ' The prospcctiia conlnios an an- 
, nouncement that "by an arrnnarmcnt made wilh the stages, subscribers at a

the infinunue of ihe or'igiual ftelaction of thnt site down to the prcMUl day. Tbo 
Ct^ Ball remniojed in use fur the objects for which it wiui crpctcd aboul a cent- 
taiy. After ibe Itevolulioniiry Wur ihi3 buihling received additional hiatoric in- 
tmU u the llrat pU«e of mceUng of ibc Cougress of ITSi). aud iho iaiiiigur»rion 
of George WuBbiogtoD as Prcnldcnt. 

Tbe finnnciul, or taodern bintory of Wall Street, commjenced soon after the 
Ptaetot ITB3. Tbe Bank of New York was tlie Am bunking Limtitutiuu eslub- 
lialwd tn this City, commcndog operatioas in lT84,nllbougii not churtored until 
1791, Uie baoking-bouae being located on (l)o corner of Wall and William atreeB, 
Jt WM followed by the Hanbnltan Gompauy, iucon'oraled in 1T!>0, located at 
Ko. 83 Wall «treet ; by tbe Merchanta' Baulc, inoorpornted in 1806, located at 
25 WaU Street ; by the United States Bonk, located at ad Wall Street, about 
leOS ; bj Ibe Uecbanlcs' Bank, incurporaicd hi 1810, located at IS Wall Street. 
TheM were the pioneer banking ioatituiions. which were soon after npidly in- 
CKMed in number. 

Instinraoe companies were in existence in ibis city atill earlier than banks. 
" W« believe," says Valentine, " tho flrst institution ot the kind after the Kevo- 
hiilonary War was called t!ie Mutual Assurwicc Company. We find that in 
1815 there were ab^ady tbirleen insurance companieB eBtabliahed in Wall Strool."

He was boru on tbe Sth of July, 1777, at Slralford, Oonn., 
and twooved to New Tork wiien seven years of age. He says, on being intcf' 
Tlewed: "1 can remember New York when it acnroely e Wended above Atiri 
■tneL It was a very different placo then." The embryo Metropolis of 1790 
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be (leMribed aa follon-s : " AboY« Aon hlttvl 11 na« all counttr, only hen ftnd 
tbura • liuUHi. The wcallbj' Uiliabitanu lircd uoBlly below Wall etrvet ; 
Dtliera in Gardun Hlreel uud K(«lor streei. The old Briilewetl and J^l slood 
where nnw tbr City Itoll Piitk b. JiimM Duodc U the oldest Major I can re- 
member." Tlir population at tliat tim<.' was >t.1,181. " Tlic only IJitaitre waa in 
John stroot, Thp rlcTicAi tnan at that tlnwi waa Mr. Pi-sbrosBca, ITc had that 
reputation." Mr. Hprrlng waa cdiicatdd at Princeton Colle^ 1 admlltod to iLe 
bar ill Decemtier. I'O'i ; aad eloctod a ^udge of the Marine Court In 1805. " In 
early tinivo," he remarked, " then wu more morally, no doubt. At that time 
we litul icarculy any foreigner*; we were all Yankcoi or Kuickerbuoker* here 
in Sew York, and we were a vtaj honcM people. Tliere was very litilo cheat- 
ing. £Tc[7body who coold afford It M«ed to drnsa in broiiddoth, very few in 
homrapun garments." He remfmbcriid distinctly tlie first atearabont t.bat ever 
went to Albany in 1807. TtiU romat-kablo living man atlrihiited b!^ old age to 
bia moilurutioii iu all things, to bis careful avoidance of excess in anyibln^, and 
finally to the "Divine blessing." 

In 1830, forty yiMirs after llii; abovn jitaloment refers to, the Isuilt portion of 
the city ottonded to Canal street on th<? West xide, and to about Fourth alreet on 
the East aide, pnrallcl to Ibe Bowery, ar-ar where stood Vaushall Onrdon. Fourth 
aTeouB was ihco heing opened and a hlU leveled which stood on the east itde 
of Cnlou Square. 

Atioul this peiiod a aeries of street views was published by Q«orge M. 
Bourne, drawn and engraved by Jamei Smlllio and others, showing the then 
appeatsnc« of ntrcets and pubUe buikiings.

^^HBBMMtAiMd ftsbionahle thoroiiKbfnre hns for upwards of two hundred 
pVBvnwsUT'jiut pirtda of the City of New York. The ancient" Broad Way," 
' u known to tlw early I>Dtch mA t:uglisb settlers, e^nendiug from Uie Bowling 
I Oreeu to Ui« " Common," where now stand* tlic Ciiy Hnll. It wu» then, and for 
I npwittds of one hundred and fifty yuont, occupied us privnto dwellint^i:, by the 
tkbest and nio«t arlstocnulc residents. About one hundred years cli;o the street 
was opened throogb what was then known as the King's Kuriu, and the eiten- 
iloa beyond Cbambers street was called (freat Gearge atreet, extending north to 
BiDOme street, then flelda again intervened. The tmn early thoroughfares to the 
BOrtfa part of the islnud was the rond to Greenwich and the " Bowery Lnne," or 
Bi^ Road to Boston. It was not until about 1830, forty years since, that the 
lower part of Broadway, below Wail street, was convened inlo siores. Than 
UwlmalaeM portion of the street extended to Canal street, above there were sunt- 
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terlBg priraw resldeocM to abont EtghUi itnet, witb counuj- resdeoces be-

Manhattan Water Works. 

"In 17Tfl,the Manluittan Company was Incorporated, with a view to supply the 
City with pure and wholesome water. The charter is perpetual, and the capital 
ttjMO.OOO, the surplus funds being employed in banking. From this law 
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originated the ManAaHim Bank, The Compiuir had, by the charter, the control 
ovet the streams and springs on New York Island, and the County of WestchW' 
ter, for the above object. Their works were situated in Resdc street, a shart 
diitance north of the City Hall. The water is nused by two steam en^es, 
from a well in Cross street, elerated 15 feet above Broadway, from whence the 
water ia distributed in iron and wooden pipes to the lower part of tlie Ci^." 
Propoaed Snpply of Water from the Oroton and Bronx Biven, — 183^ 
" BoTveys of routes and estimates of the expense of bringing water to the 
City, from the Croton and Bronx RiTers, have been recently made by order of 
the corporation. An Act passed the Legislature of the Btate, Hay 2, 18S4, 
' to provide for supplying the City of New York with pure and wholesome 
water,' by which the Governor and Senate are authorized to appoint five citizens, 
to be cidled ' Water CommisslonerB,' who are to eiamine and conMder all 
matters relating to the subject, cause surveys to be made, and adopt such plana 
as they may deem most advantageous. Said commissioners selected were, 
Stephen Allen, Benjamin M. Brown, Charles Dusenbeny, Samuel Alley and 
William W. Fox. If a majority of the electors are foiud to be in&vor of tbe 
measure to be reported by the commis^oners, the Common CooncU are author- 
ized to raise by loan, |3,50O,0O0. The united streams which can be brought to 
the City in an aqueduct, are estimated to afiord a daily supply of 32 mUllons 
of gallona. The totalleagtb of the aqueductwhicb isproposed to becunstructed 
of mason work, will be about 47 miles, and the estimated expense (exclusive 
of pipes in the City), is from five to six millions of dollars."

It may 
he nitenid fn>m tho Ocean by tliree 
pMHRKeH — the Narrows, East River or 
Long Isliind Sound, and Stitteii Island 
Sound — but Iho Urst, between Lting Is- 
land andSliitcu Island, is iit oiiee tlif best 
andhyfsrtbc most fn-qutnteil channel. 
The bar of tlic monlb of tho Outer Hay, 
bulwoen Siiiidy Hook and Long Island, 
has 21 fi'el of water at ebb tide; and us 
the water rises about 5 feet, the largest 
clttea o( ships may entfirihe Lower Bay.

In the East lUvi-r. fxtwidiag in kuc- 
eession tnwanis Long Inland Sound, 
aro Biackwell's I^tand, with the City 
reiiilenliary ou the soulla'rly ood, 
cajmi^ious Lunnijc Aiylum oa 
north, ami a new Alms IIouso In 
middle section: Ward's Island, be- 
tween which and the former IK-II G:

In llio Bay, fronting the Battery, 
the distance of tittle more than half a 
mile, luul Be|junii<.-d from Long leloiul 
by Butti'rmilk Channel, is Governor's 
Island; wbilo toward the Jersey shore, 
and looking tip the Hudaoa are Bedluo's 
luid Ellis's Islands : tliu ttirco ktlvr In- 
lands arc all strongly fortified and occn- 
pied by United States Troop*.

Emmet's Monmnsnt. 

The monument erected lo the mem- 
ory of Emmet, standa in St. Paul's 



churchyard, near Broadway. It is a 
granite shaft with an appropriate in- 
scription : 

Boni Id Cork, Mth April, 17S4. 
He died In New York, 14th Nov., I8>7. 

Other Honumenls to the iUuBtrioiu 
dead are to be seen tn both of the abore 
churchyards. 

WaahlngtoB MoaunwiL 
The equestrian bronze statue of the 
Father of his Country, sitaated on 
south-east side of Union Square, is one 
of the finest in the City. The com- 
manding figure and pedestal are 29 feet 
in height 

The monument erected to the mem- 
ory of Presidknt Liscoui stands on 
the opposite aide of Union Square, near 
Fourieenlh street. It was erected in 
1870. The pedestal is formed of tliree 
granite slabs which wd^ over 40 
tons. The statue is of bronae, eleven 
feet high, and weighs 3,000 lbs. 

Worth Monument, 

Stands on the west side of Madison 
Square, on Fifth Avenue: it is a gran- 
ite obelisk, and presents in relief the 
equestiian image of the noble general 
who signalized himself in the war with 
Mexico. 

The Fkabkun Moscmbnt, on Print- 
ing House Square, opposite City Hall 
Park, is a recent and appropriate statue 
erected in honor of the philosopher and 
statesman ot Revolutionary memory. 

In addition to the above, a number 
of costly and appropriate monuments 
are to be found in the Central Park. 



PUBLIC PAEKS — COLLEGES, CBUBOHEB, AC. 
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PUBLIC PARKS. 

Ttere are numerous Public Parks and 
Bqnarea in different parts of the City, 
ihe most prominent of which is the 
Central Fork, containing 843 acres, 
ntimted near the centre of the Island, 
This is, unquestionably, one of the 
most lieautiful parks of its age and kind 
in tlie world. Besides the Parks and 
Sqssre* in the lower part of the City, 
toe are two or three large Parks pro- 
vided for on the banks of the Hudson 
lUver, yet in an un£niahed state, hut 
irliich, eventually, will be completed, 
tod add largely to the beauties of the 
K^ropolis. A fuU description of the 
Ifeb is elsewhere given. 

The Boui^TABDS on the Island and 
Norlh of Harlem Biver, within the City 
Unute, afford great attraction to the 
pedestrian aa well as the lovers of fine 
irives on good graveled roads. 

The CKKSTEBiEa, or Burial places, 
■K now mostly located outside the 
(Sty limits. Trinity Cemetery, on 
Washington Heights, compriies 36 
urea. Woodlaiiin Cemetery is situated 
Si miles North of Harlem Bridge, in 
tl» 34th Ward of the City. 



COLZ^asS, OHUROHES, &c. 

CoLoiBii College, (formerly 
^ii^'a), established in 1754, has a pres- 
idfnt and eight other professors, about 
IWjtndents, a library of 35,000 volumes, 
•ad in estate valued at upwards of 
t2,l»0,O0O. The University of the City 
'^ Kew York, chartered in 1831, and 
"pened the following year, situated op- 
PMile Washington Square, is a fine 



marble structure, in the English col- 
legiate style, 180 feet in length, by 100 
feet in width. The front is divided 
into Ave parts, the chapel being in the- 
centre, with wings, uid flanked by 
towers on either side. The New York 
College stands on the comer of Lexing- 
ton Avenue and Twenty-third Street. 

Among the ecclesiaslical edifices of 
New York are Trinity Church, situate 
in Broadway, opposite Wall Street, It 
is a Gothic structure, of solid brovra- 
stone from foundation to spire, with 
the exception of the roof, which is of 
wood; the height of the steeple is S82 
feet, and its general architectural beau- 
ty makes it, on the whole, very impos* 
iug; the Roman Catholic Cathedral of 
St. Patrick, now in course of construc- 
tion on Fifth Avenue, between 5lst and 
S2d Streets, in the Decorated style, after 
the model of the celebrated cathedral at 
Cologne, and when completed it will be 
by far the most magnificent ecclesiastic 
building in the United States.

The soulhem portion of the city, 1«- 
lijw Broome alreet, is ulnioal nitircly 
devoted to busini'iis purposes, Ihr sl.orcii 
and stiirehoUKcs tniiij{ tor the most 
pari constructed of bi'lck. Iron aud 
stoue iu the rnont suhsiuiitiul maiuier, 
iiiuuy^ of Uiem beluj; rcndcrud tro 
jiroof. 

The northern portion of the Inland, 
much of wbleli ia not yoi Ihicldy set- 
tled, waa early laid out iu a regulnr 
nuinucT, under the siiperiiitendeucf of 
Governor Morris, DeVVitt Clinton and 
John Rutherford, C'oraiiiissii>nefs nj). 
poluled fur [lie |)Ui'po80 by the Legisla- 
ture of the Slnle of New Yorlt, in 1B07. 
The Eiurvey of John ilandall, jr., wua 
commenced io 1811, and oceupiod ten 
years. The avenues before alluded to 
were laid out in this survey, running 
nearly north and south, and bad to bo 
cut Ihiough Ibe opposing rocks and 
hills at great espcnse. Tbcy are inter- 
sected by 150 truss streets, mimerically 
designated, wliich. wilU the Aveuues, 
form oblong rectangles, most of thein 
300 by 800 feet. 

The City has suffered at tlines dining 
the present century from destniciivo 
fires, of wbieli the greatest occurred in 
1H30 aud 1845. The former dcsltoyed 
about five hundred stores and ware- 
houses, with Buadry public buildings ; 
total loss eslinuiled at $17,000,000. 
These conflagrations have, however, 
led, as have similar visitations «lsu- 
where, to Ite improvemout of the dty.

COLUMBIA COLLEGE. 
(FtyrmeH]/ Kin^» CoUege. ) 

This venerable Institution of leaniiiig is now located on East Forty-ninth 
Street, between Madiaon and Fourth Avenues. 

SittoriixU Sketch, — " The establishment of a College in the City of New York 
(during Colonial times), was many years in agilation before the deaign 1V3S car. 
lied into effect. At length, under an Act of Asaembly, passed in December, 
1740, and otlter similar acts which fallowed, moneys were raised by public lot- 
tery " for the encouragement of learning, and towards the founding a College'' 
within the Colony. These moneys were, in November, 1751, vested in trustees, 
ten in number, of whom seven were members of the Church of England, and 
some of these seven were also vestrymen of Trinity Church, 

" These circumstances, together with the liberal grant of land to the College 
by Trinity Church, excited apprehensions of a design to introduce a church- 
establishment within the province, and caused violent opposition to the plan, as 
soon as it became known, of obtaining a royal charter for the College. This 
opposition, however, being at last in a great measure surmounted, the chartej 
was granted on the 31st of October, 1754; from which period the existence of 
the College is properly to be dated." 

The College building was flrst erected on Park Place, west of Broadway, 
bounded by Broadway, Church and Murray Streets, and by the Hudson River, 
and known as Kin^t Q^lege. In 1760 the College buildings began to be occu- 
pied, and these stood for one hundred and three years, untU its removal to 
another site, in 1857, occasioned by the demands of the business of the city. 

" Since the passing of the charter, the institution bath received great emolu- 
ments by grants from his most gracious majesty King Qeorge the Third, and 
liberal contributions from many of the nobility and gentry in the parent eoun- 
tiy, from the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts, and 
from several public-spirited gentlemen in America and elsewhere. By means of 
these and other benefactions, the governors of the College have been enabled to 
extend their plan of education, herein being taught, by proper masters and pro- 
ieaaon— DlvlDity Hstural Law, Physic, Logic, Ethics, Metaphysics, Mathe-

matics. Natural PhUoMphy, Astronomy, Geography, HiaWry, Chionoli^y, 
Rbetoric, Hebrew, Greek, Latin, Modem Languages, the Belles-Lettrea, and 
whatever else of literature may tend to accomplish the pupils as scholars and 
gentlemen."

METROPOLITAN MUSEUM OF ART. 

No. 128 West Fourteenth Street. 

The movement Trhich resulted in the estabHshment of the Mitsbum OF Art 
■waa initiated at a public meeting for a consultation on this subject, held on the 
23d day of November, 1869, when a Special Committee of fifty was appointed. 
The number of this Committee was increased, and the gentlemen organized the 
Association substantially as it exists at present. 

On the 13th of April, 1870, the Legislature of the State of New York granted 
an Act of Incorporation to this body, by the name of "The Metropolitan 
Museum of Art," to be located in the City of New York, " for the purpose of 
establishing and maintaining in said City a Museum and Library of Art, of 
encouraging and developing the Study of the Fine Arts, and the application of 
Art to manufacture and natural life, of advancing the general knowledge of 
kindred subjects, and to that end of furnishing popular instruction and 
recreation." 

In 1871 an Act was passed by the Le^slature of New York, authorizing the 
Department of Parks to raise ^500,000, lor the erection of a building to receive 
tbe collections of the Museum, in accordance with which a fire-proof building 
is now being constructed in Centra! Park, and, it is expected, will be ready for 
occupation in about two years. 

A Collection of interesting Works of Art, presented and belonging to the 
Museum, of the aggreeate value of $350,000, are now on exhibition at the 
Douglafl Mansion, 123 West Fourteenth street. 

The Loan Collection, consisting of fine Statuary, ancient and modem Paint- 
ings, Ceramics, Porcelains, Enamels, Carvings, Anns, Armor, &c,, &c., has 
proved a great success. Numerous objects of value are being constantly offered, 
and important additions are expected to be placed at the disposal of the Truslees, 
so soon an the new building in the Central Park shall be ready for occupation. 

In order to «itend the educational influence of these and other Collections, 
tbe Trustees have bestowed free admissions to the Museum, on the Art Students 
of the National Academy of Design, and Cooper Institute, which privileges 
have been largely availed of by them. 

Subscribers are divided into four classes: those contributing at one time 
n.OOOand upwards become Patrons in Perpetuity; $500, Fellows in Perpetuity; 
f2()0. Fellows for Life; Annual Members have recently been added. On pay- 
ment of a yearly subscription of $10, the Annual Member is entitled to invitations 
to all Receptions given by the Officers of the Museum, and to a ticket admitting 
twopeiBOns, which may be used by any member of his family, or by friends (non- 
Ted^ntB), who may l>e visiting him. AU Annual Subscriptions paid prior to 
Jan. Ist, 1876, will expire 21st December, 1876.

the 13tb April, 1854, obtained a special charter more in accordance with its 

'Wishes and views. Its charter has since been amended and name changed to 

"American Oeoffrwpkioal Sockiy," tit-enhy annulling in part, the object of its 

<n^nal founders. 

The Hev. Fbancis L. Hawks, D. D,, was elected President, Dec. 7, 1854, and, 
utter his death in 1866, Hon. Chablss P. Dalt was elected President of the 
Soriety. 

It hag published, from time to time. Bulletins of its transactions, among 
which are many valuable papers. In 1851, the late Asa Whitney, Esq., read a 
p^ on the proposed Pacific Railway ; in 1852 a paper was read by E. A. Hop- 
kins, Esq. , on Paraguay, followed by General Mosquera on New GreaBda ; on 
the Polar Sea, by the late Dr. E. K. Kane, U. S. N. , and on Geographical Bci- 
ence, by Lieut. Matthew F. Maury. Numerous other papers have since been 
read before the Society by distinguished savans, and addresses made by the pre- 
sding offlcers.* 

Ita Library consists of about 11,000 volumes, being rich in geo^phical and 
«t»tistical works, charts, maps, &c. This iibraiy should be made mainly toconsist 
of works of reference, and thrown open to students in search of geographic^ and 
AUistical knowledge.

THE BATTEBY, 
Fonnerl; the most attractiTe spot on tl>e Island, is sitviated at the southernmost 
termiimB of the Ci^, fadng the harbor of New York ; connected with th& 
Batteij ia Castle Garden. 

BOWLING GREEN. 
ITear the Battery, at the entrance to Broadway, ia Uie sihbU encloaure so- 
called from having been used as such prior to the Revolution. Here stood, at ' 
the conunencenent of the Revolutionary struggle, the leaden statue of George- 
HL, which was pulled down and melted into bullets, to be used by the 
Americans. 

crrr hall park. 

Is an enclosure of about ten acres, containing the City Hall, Court House, and 
other public bulldlnga, also the new United States Post Office, which is one of 
Ute finest buildings in America. A new fountun, which is very elaborate ia 
^tpearance, has recently been erected in this Parle. 

WASHINGTON SQUARE, 
"Was formed by laying out the ground formerly occupied as a Potter's Field. 
On the east side is the Univer^ty Building. South Fifth Avenue now bisects 
this Park. 

UNION SQUARE, 
Facing Broadway on the south and west, extends from Fourteenth to Seven- 
teenth streets, and from Fourth avenue to University place. At the south side- 
is the bronze equestrian statue of Washington, and opposite, on Broadway side, 
Btanda the statue of Abraham Lincoln.

This Society bad its origin in the desire of many gentlonien, principally living 
in Brooklyn, not only to Dring together, at a convenient centre, books, docu- 
ments, memorials of all kinds, relating to the history of Long Island, and of the 
State of New York, but also to collect a library neb in all departments of his- 
torical literature ; a library of reference, in which the student may find what he 
needs for the illustration of any period in history, of any epoch of progress, in 
politics, art, invention, letters and buman thought. 

The Society was incorporated in 1863 ; and It numbers, at present, 566 an- 
nual members, and 434 life members. 

The library already contains over twenty-six thousand volumes, with nearly 
as many seleciod pamphlets, many of the latter being rare and valuable. It is 
very rich in works relating to American local history, and to family genealogy ; 
and contains nearly all the important works which have been published upon 
general American history. It is also strong in English and f^nch history and 
biography, and has a fine collaction of costly and richly illustrated volumes, re- 
lating to fine art, antiquities, and natural history. It has also courses of Iiec- 
tures every Winter on historical subjects.

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On tbe 8Tt& of Angnat ft serere battle was fought in which the Americans 
were defeated with great loss of life. New Yorkwaa soon afWr occupied by the 
British, and Washington retreated to Harlem Heigltta, near the upper end of the 
islaDd, where several ski rmishes ensued, ending in the capture of Fort Wasliing- 
ton witli about 2,000 prisoners. 

Then followed the inhuman incarceration of the American prisoners in the 
"Sngar Houee^" and other places in the City of New York ; also, on board 
prison ships, lying in Wallabout Bay, Brooklyn. The following is a brief history 
of t^iese floating dungeons and the sufferings of the prisoners. 

"During the Berolutian the British biul stationed at the Wallabout, Lons 
Island, nearly opposite the City of New York, a number of prison ships, on board 
of which it was Qie fate of Americans who were prisoners of war to be placed. 

"The principal of these were the 'Jer8ey,'the 'John," the 'Scorpion," the 
' Strumbolo,' and the ' Hunter. ' From these the remains of the prisoners who 
died were removed from time to time, and deposited on the adjacent shores of 
the Wallabout to the number of about 13,000. The remains of these unfortunate 
patriots were ttirown into shallow pits, with scarcely covering enough to protect 
them from the elements, " The remains of mail of them liave wittiin a few 
yean been removed and deposited in a tomb at Fort Greene, Brooklyn.

Losa Isujn), a strip of land avcr^ng 15 miles in width and over 100 in 
length, containing 1.683 square miles, is washed on its northern shore by the 
billows of the Long Island Sound, and on its southern by those of the Atlantic 
Ocean.

It is reached by horee-car from Brooklyn ferry, or by steamer from New 
Toi^ FOBT Haui^on is situated on a commanding blutl at the Narrows, and 
near by are Bath and Bay Ridge, with fine residences, either of wliichare reaciied 
W the Fort Hamilton Ime of cars. Btill further east are Rocltaway and Far 
Bockaway. The latter has several large hotels, affords a fine ocean sail from 
New York, and has the finest surf-bathmg in the worid. 

Jamaica 1b an old town with fine residences, 10 miles from New York, 
reached by railroad. Jamaiea Bay. a few miles soutli. is a large body of water. 

HiafPSTBAD is a populous old village with fine cliurches and schools. Near 
by are the plains recently purchased by Aiex. T. Stewart, on which he is building 
a town, ctuled Gakden City, A railroad is being built to tliia locality from 
BwBidge. 

Fluskino is a charming town, situated on Flushing Bay, and may be reached 
\}y car from Hunter's Point, or by steamer from Peck Slip. It contains about 
IS, 000 inhabitants. 

Bay Side, four miles from Flushing, is noted for rich scenery, and famous tor 
its clam bakes and chowder in primitive style. 

CoLLEaa PoiHT and Whitbhtonb. situated on Long Island Sound, are de- 
li^tful places of resort. , 

BoBLTN. at the head of Hempstead Hnrbor, is a tliriving village, with natural 
sceneiT of rugged beauty. The place contains an eminence 31!) feet high. In 
this village the first paper-mill in tlie State was erected. Several literaiy charac- 
ten of note reside here.

The 
Br<:>oklyn Navy Yard could also aCtord U floating battery sufficient to repel any 
foTHigu foe. 

Fdkt 8cHn¥i.KH, situated on Thpogg's Neck, at the entrance of the East 
Kverinto Long Island Sound. i« a strong forliflcatSoD. built of granite and earlh- 
worka, and monnta over 300 guns. This, and llic fortress at Willctt's Point, 
oppcaito, nerve as a dnfrmcn from no nltock on the city through the .'tound. Here 
am located Ihc principal RnginriT Depot and Torpedo School of the United Stat«a 
Army, It U also a place of deposit for surplus goToroment stores, which have 
nccuiuulutcd In large iiuantitiea since the lat« war. 

At IlAI.LBTT'fl PoWT, n*«r Ilell Rale, the Oovemraent has been for several 
years making iixckvatiom and bliuitinx rock, with the view of removing the Hell 
t Gate obstnirtions — ihu* affording a luifc approach to New York harbor throiigb 
Long Ishuid Sound and the East River for ships and steamers of large Eii»— 
tlicreb>' gi^wlly tncieaalng tho oomrorrclal advantages of the Port of New Y'ork. 
As n HiltUTy and Navnl Sutlon, New York exceeds tiny other place on the 
Atlantic Cent, nod in caae ofa foreign war, could he rendered impregnable.

Ilea upon the 
high, wooded ridge, a short distance 
west of the Tailroad. A short distance 
beyond Claremont, the railroad croBses 
the Hoiris Canal 

OrMnvllIa, 4U miles, is handsomely 
situated, overlooking New York and 
Newark Bays, and in the distance may 
be seen the Orange Uountalus on the 
west, and the shores of I^ong Island 
and the Narrows, alive wiUi craft. 
A horse mlroad runs from this place to 
Montgomery street, Jersey City. 

Fanuspo, 5^ miles, forms the third 
ward of the City of Bayonne. It is 
handsomely sitoated and abounds in 
eli^ble ntes for suburban homes. 

BA.TONNB, e miles, is a flourishing 
dl^ containing about S,000 InhabitantH, 
bemg incorporated in Mareh, 1670. lis 
avenues stretch in amagnlflcent sweep 
from Jersey City line loKill von Kull, 
on the south; its flagged sidewalks ex- 
tend in all directions bb f ar as the eye 
can feach; its private and public build- 
ings are most of them models of beauty 
and tastefulness. 

Oantrerllle, 7 miles, is another sta- 
tion in the Ciiy of Bayonne, where are 
many fine residences. 

Point, 8 miles, is the most 



densely populated section of Bay- 
onne, comprising the fint and fourth 
wards of the city, and long fiimous an a 
Summer resort for New T^rkers. Tho 
streets are here wide, well paved, and 
kept in fine condition, while Ihe lieHUty 
of dwellings and public ediQccttglvesBft- 
surance that here both wealtli and cul- 
ture reside. 

BUsabethport, 1(H miles, isa flourish- 
ing marine town, lying on Stalen Island 
Sound, and forming part of the City of 
Elizabeth. Its growth within the past 
few years has been marvellous. Here 
are immense coal wharves, where are 
deposited five million tontiagu annually, 
and give it apromlnence as n comniiT- 
cial point. From EiizilM^thport runs 
tho Perth Amboy and EUzaiitl/iport Sail- 
mad, 13 miles in length. 

B I i IZA BBTH, 13 miles. Is a flourish- 
ing city which contained, in 1870, 
20,833 inhabitants. Here is a Court 
House, a number of Churches and 
other public buildings, many of wliich 
are fine and cosily edifices. It i« a:i 
old town, flrst settled in lGtt4, beitifc 
named Elizabeth Town, in honor of 
Sir James Casteret's beautiful wife. 

Here crosses the New York and 
Philadelphia line of railroad, controlled 
by the FennaylT:aniit ICaiirwid, while 
westward rung tlie Central BaUroad of 
NtiB JeTKy, extending to Eaaton, Penn. 
A new line of railroad will soon bo con- 
structed, on this line, through to Phila- 
delphia, connecting with the J?eii>iejfl-
